CHAPTER I. 

Antecedents or the Two Families 



TRADITTOXS OF THE COWDEXS 

First. — That the Cowden family was first known to history 
in Scotland. Of this there seems to be no doubt. 

Second. — That they had a coat-of-arms indicating pome dis- 
tinction, either of wealth or nobility in the country. Authority 
for this statement is found in "Ancestry and Kin of the Cowden 
and Welch Families, 1904/' by Rev. James Marcus Welch, of 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, page 134. 

Third. — That in religious faith they were Presbyterians of 
the staunchest character. It is said of some of them that on the 
Sabbath the men discarded all headgear except caps of blie. 

Fourth. — That at least some of them migrated to Ireland. 
The date is not known, but the writer ventures to suggest that 
the religious persecutions incident to the Reformation in Scot- 
land in the times of John Knox, in the sixteenth century, was the 
probable date and the possible cause. 

Fifth. — That some of the descendants of part of those who 
migrated to Ireland, later came to America, amomr whom was 
our ancestor, William Cowden (1), who settled on Fagg's Manor 
in Chester County, Pennsylvania. 

These traditionary tales came to the writer chiefly through 
his late uncle, William Cowden (3), of Columbia, Pennsylvania, 
sixty-two years ago, and are here given entirely from memory 
for W'hatever they are worth to the reader. They seem to be 
strong:ly supported by the following from paee 134 of "Ancestry 
and Kin of the Cowden and Welch Families.'' 

"A rare old book in a Philadelphia library held the statement 
that 'One Thomas MacCowden removed from Scotland to Ire- 
land and dropped the prefix "Mac." From him descended all the 
American Cowdens sprung from north Ireland stock.' This mi- 
gration is undated, but may have been near 1600. Perhaps the

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place of their settlement was in Donegal, County Ulster, on or 
near Cunningham Aianor, on the road from Londonderry to Let- 
teskenney. It is said they were wealthy in lands. A large build- 
ing used as a storehouse bore the name, *The Cowden House/ 

''The coat-of-arms given for the Pennsylvania Cowdens is 
identical with that in the Hne of James Cowden (1), and as 
belonging to the ancient Scotch Cowdens of an origin prior to the 
sixteenth century. 

''James Cowden (1) was born in north Ireland in 1695, and 
was probably Fon of Thomas Cowden. He may have been a 
grandson of Thomas MacCowden, who removed from Scotland 
to Ireland." 

All indications lead to the conviction that our ancestor, Wil- 
liam Cowden ( 1 ) , was brother to James Cowden ( 1 ) , and there- 
fore son of Thomas Cowden, and probably grandson of Thomas 
MacCowden. For these glimpses, let us be thankful. 

"Cowden is the name of some old homestead or estate. The 
earliest trace of the name is found in the south of Scotland, where 
is a place called Cowdenbeath, not far from Edinburg.

"The coat-of-arms assigned to our first ancestral immigrant 
who came from the north of Ireland, is the same as the arms of 
the Scotch stock of Cowdens. In heraldic language, the Cowden 
arms are : 'Azure ; fesse argent ; three amulets or ; lion passant 
sable. Crest ; demi-lion sable, charged with an amulet or' ; 
which means, in the ordinary vernacular, 'A sky-blue shield bear- 
ing three gold rings, separated by a wide white band, upon which 
is a black lion in the act of walking. The crest, a golden rmg, 
encircling: the head and shoulders of a black lion.' " — *' Ancestrv 
and Kin of the Cowden and Welch Families," page 10. 
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THE AXTECEDEXTS OE THE GILLTLANDS OE THIS 

ROOK 

Let us imagine two large, gushing springs of cool, fresh 
water within a radius of a few miles, both located on Eagg's 
Manor in Chester County, Pennsylvania. We will call one of 
them William Cowden (1) and the other James Gilliland (1). 
They represent two characters who may have had acquaintance- 
ship in the old world, from which both came. On this point his- 
tory and tradition are equally silent. Certainty begins at the point

A. D. 1730, when both had come from the same old land, Ireland, 
to the same new country, America, and located near each other. 
Being of the same religious faith, they worshiped together in the 
same congregation, the Eagg's Manor Presbyterian, from the 
time of its earliest formation, and their dust lies in the same 
cemeterv, hard bv. The two streams flowins: from these two 
fountains ran parallel for three generations, when Joseph, a 
grandson of Mr. Gilliland, married Catharine, a granddaughter 
of Mr. Cowden. P)etween James Gilliland (1) and Joseph there 
was James Gilliland (2) who was a compatriot of the Revolu- 
tionary Army ; and between William Cowden ( 1 ) and his grand- 
daughter, Catharine Cowden, there was a son, Robert (1), who 
was also a compatriot of the same army. Thus far the two 
streams were exact counterparts, each of the other. James Gil- 
liland (1) may have had, and probably did have, daughters, and 
also other sons of whom this book has no information. William 
Cowden (1) certainly did have daughters, six of them, four hav- 
ing married, the names of whose husbands we have, but of whose 
progeny, if any, we have neither record nor tracHtion. The other 
two daughters mav or mav not have been married. 
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Our only knowledge of the first Gillilands of this line is 
found in the joint product of two of Joseph Gilliland's grand- 
daughters, cousins to each other, namely, Mrs. A. R. Wingate, 
of 2641 Garfield Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., and Mrs. H. 
Lechler, of Bellefonte, Pennsylvania. This information was 
gleaned from the records of Chester County, and of the Fagg's 
Manor Presbvterian Church, and is as follows : 

"Joseph Gilliland's father was James Gilliland, whose father 
was James, senior. James Gilliland, Sr., grandfather of Joseph, 
came from Londonderry, Ireland. The date and the place of 
landing are not yet discovered. He is first known of in the 
United States as at Fagg's Manor, Giester County, Pennsylvania, 
where a re-survey of the manor shows the northwest corner to 
have been settled by John Dickey, James Gilliland, and Moses 
Thompson. 

"Fagg's Manor Presbyterian Church was organized in 1730. 
James Gilliland was closely associated with this church and may 
have been there at that time. This James Gilliland appears in 
Chester County records in 1749 as a witness to the will of John 
Thompson. He is mentioned in the history of Fagg's Manor 
Presbyterian Church as one of the leading men of his time. On 
June 15, 1758, he was a trustee of the bond of the church. His 
wife's name was Margaret. He died in October, 1795. 

"James Gilliland (2) was born in 1739. He married Han- 
nah, a daughter of Joseph Adams, a Revolutionary War soldier. 
James (2) was Second Lieutenant in Captain John Kinkaid's 
Company of Colonel Montgomery's Regiment, Chester County, 
Militia, 1777. He appears to have witnessed more wills and to 
have been executor of more wills than any man of his time in 
that region, between 1782 and 1795. He was an elder in the 
Presbyterian Qiurch in 1785, and died ^lay 10, 1795, and was 
buried in Fagg's Manor churchyard. His grave is marked by a 
good stone, still in excellent condition. Both of the James's, 
father and son, were advocates of temperance, and were evidently 
religious, and one would presume that they were public-spirited 
and much respected and trusted by their neighbors." 
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OBSERVATIONS 

I. TIIK PROCESSION OF THE GENERATIONS. 

First. — All who represented the First, Second, Third, and 
Fourth generations of our family have passed on into the land 
of spirits. 

Second. — The average age of the forty-two surviving mem- 
bers of the Fifth generation is already seventy years, the allotted 
period of man. 

Third. — The Sixth generation is now, in the main, carrying 
the world's work, while the Seventh is crowding hard, and some 
are already in the rush. 

Fourth. — The Eighth generation, chiefly recruited in this, 
the twentieth century, are still in the cradle, the trundle-bed, or 
the public school. 

Fifth. — It is the good fortune of Mrs. Jennie E. (Lohr) 
Schuchert, of Relle Plain, Iowa, to have the honor of introducing 
to the world the first, and as yet the only, member of the ninth 
GENERATION, in the person of the little lady. Miss Eunice Schu- 
chert, born August 1, 1914. Off with your hats, gentlemen, to 
her ladyship ! The Xinth generation is here ! 

II. A PECULIAR CONDITION DISCOVERED. 

Sixth. — Twice has it come to pass that a lady of the Cowden- 
Gilliland family married a gentleman of the same family, but of 
the generation preceding hers, and in each case the single sur- 
viving offspring is a daughter. The first instance was that of 
Alary Jane, daughter of Catharine (Cowden) Hamsher, of the 
Fifth generation, married to James, son of Catharine (Cowden) 
and Joseph Gilliland, of the Fourth generation. Mrs. Catharine 
Hamsher (Gilliland) Wingate, the daughter, through her father, 
.belongs to the Fifth generation, but through her mother to the 
Sixth. 

An exactly parallel case was that of Miss Lillie Jane 
(Haines) Boher, of the Seventh generation, who married Wil- 
liam Cowden Smith, of the Sixth. Their daughter, Irene Estella 
Smith, through her father, belongs to the Seventh, but through 
her mother, to the Eighth generation. Inasmuch as the child 
follows the condition of the mother, I have numbered each of 
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these and their descendants in the generations of their mothers, 
respectively. 

III. CONDITIONS IN LIFE. 

Seventh. — But few of us are being suspected as millionaires, 
though some have comfortable fortunes. A small proportion are 
in the learned professions, and others are experts along certain 
lines. But the great majority belong to the class of ^'common peo- 
ple," of whom Mr. Lincoln said, "The Lord must love them, be- 
cause he made so many of them." Their letters to the writer in- 
dicate that the good, strong training of their Scotch-Irish ances- 
tors was not in vain. Proverbs 22 : 6.

Jacob served from September 9, iSfi], till January 31, 1866— 
l,f)0(> <Iays. wittiout missing one. We was private in Company H. 
56tb Illinois \'oiunteor Infantry; then ])rivate in liattery 1, 1st 
Tllinois I.isiht .\rtillery ; then First Sergeant, and, later. Second 
Ucutenant in Companv 1>, .^''th Regiment, I'nitcd States Colored 
infantry. In the battle of (luntown. Mississiiiiji. June 10. 1864, 
when our little army, under Major-Ceneral S, I). Sturgis. was 
defeated and tborouj;hlv routed, and one hundred and twenty 
miles from its base at Memjibis. In which it iled without food and 
with but httle rest, he. with nnolbcr officer, under the command 
of Major James C, Foster, of his same regiment, by turns com- 
manded the entire renmauts of the two colored regiments com- 
posing the brigade, his own and a small number of the men 
of the 5.^th United States Colored Infantry, and, with their men 
divided into two reliefs, each relief in turn dei)loyed in form of 
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an arc to cover the rear of the army, marched while loading, 
wheeled and fired at will, and thus continued until met by a re- 
lief railway train, eighteen miles from Memphis. He now lives 
on his farm near Galion, Ohio. 

John's service was wholly as a private in Battery I, of the 
First Illinois Light Artillery, in which he enlisted, January 29, 
1862, and served until the close of the war, and was mustered out 
with the command in July, 1865. At the battle af Pittsburg Land- 
ing, Tennessee, near the close of the first day of the battle when 
the gun which he was helping to serve was in a position of great 
danger of capture and the officer in command of it ordered it 
abandoned, he, with the gun squad, remained with it and brought 
it oflf successfully at the expense of extraordinary efl:"ort. He was 
but a bov of less than sixteen at that time. Thev were not court- 
martialed for disobedience. He now lives in Kingsland, Indiana.

than is stated above, except that he came to America in about 
1730. His first wife, born and married in Ireland, died there 
also, leaving him four small daug"hters whose names appear be- 
low. He then married a second wife, also in Ireland, who bore 
him one son and two additional daughters, probably also in Ire- 
land. The son, Robert, is believed to have been five vcars old 
at the time of the migration. The younger two daughters could 
have been born in Ireland or may have been born in America. 
He probably landed at Xew Castle, Delaware, as did many others 
coming from the same land at about "the same time. He settled 
at once on Fagg's Manor in Chester County, Pennsylvania, where 
he spent all the balance of his days. He was probably a tiller of 
the soil. It is not probable that he owned anything more than 
his humble home, with its necessary stock and implements. There 
seems to have been no will made, or, if there was, all his land, at 
least, was left to his wife, who was afterwards known on the 
coimty records as ''Widow Cowden."

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This may be the i)roi:er ])lace to state that on his way to 
America, on board tlie rhip Welcome, William IVnn executed to 
his son-ill-law, Sir John l-'aRg, in trust for his wife, Gidielma, and 
her children, on the fourth and fifth of September, 1682. fifty 
thousand acres of land in what became later a part of Chester 
County, Pennsylvania, and on this tract, known thereafter as 
Fagg's Manor, which, had it been in the form of a parallelogram, 
would have been about six by thirteen miles in extent, settlers 
secured lands which were not deeded to them for many years 
thereafter. This may suggest why specific boundaries and acre- 
age were not given from the time of first settlement.

in 1728; d. June 22, 1810. This Robert Cowden ( 1 ), tradition 
Fays, was five years old when brought with the family to Amer- 
ica. It is matter of record that when his adopted country was 
in its struggle against the intolerable usurpations of the mother 
land, and for its separation from her, he did not hesitate, but 
took his eldest son, John, a lad, possibly yet in his teen?, with 
him, and leaving the remaining five children with their mother, 
joined the ranks of the patriots in Captain Dunn's company of 
Pennsylvania militia, and fought under Washington until the 
close of the war, which he survived, and lived to the great age of 
ninety-two years. It is also recorded that in 1769 the husbands 
of his eldest two half-sisters sued him for the recovery of their 
respective wives' shares in the homestead, which he seems, as the 
only son, to have received from his mother, the Widow Cowden. 
He had been paying taxes on the land four years then already, 
and had satisfied the claims of the other sisters. Now he settled 
with the elder ones and so completed his title. That he was a 
man of some consequence is argued from the fact that from 1765 
and onward he was witness to, or executor of, a number of wills. 
His own will ran as follows : 

''West Fallowfield, November 20, 1815. To eldest son John's 
sons, Robert, William, and James, each $100.00. To son John's 
daughters, Jane and Sarah Cowden, $100.00 each. To my son 
Robert's sons, Robert, David, James, and William, each $100.00. 
To daughter Catron (Catharine) Gilliland's sons, Robert Cow- 
den and John, each $250.00. To Rev. Robert White, interest on 
ten pounds yearly while he remains minister at Fagg's Manor. 
Remainder to John and Catron (Catharine). Real estate to be 
sold. Executor, son John Cowden. Witnesses, Robert Cochran 
and James Irwin." He seems to have been partial against his 
son Robert, possibly because he had displeased him in his mar- 
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riage. This will was probated August 4. 1817, hence it is be- 
lieved that he died, probably, in July previously. Great sorrow 
must have come to their home in the traffic loss of their two sons, 
David and James, both presumed to have beeu young men, when 
one was killed by Indians in the distant territory of Kentucky, 
and the other wandered away and did not return, which was 
even more pathetic. 

At the head of a ^rave in the beautiful cemetery, hard by the 
Fagg's Manor Church, is a slab on which is this loving inscrip- 
tion, "Here lieth the body of Jiniiie. the wife of Robert Cowden, 
who departed this life, June 22, 1810; aged 82 years." This stone 
was doubtless erected by her husband, who, seven years later, 
followed her and was laid beside her on the south. Though for 
some unknown reason, tlie grave was never marked, the jjresent 
sexton assures me that that is undoubtedly his.

He must have f 
been at least forty years old when he married and lived to see ten ^ ^ 
children, six sons and four daughters, come into his home. He 
died at a ripe age. Unfortunately the exact date of his death 
has not been discovered because of the disappearance of records 
from some cause. His granddaughter, Miss Catharine E. Cow- 
den, of Mount Vernon, Ohio, says, ''As nearly as I can tell, he ♦!, 
died in 1840." Mrs. Fox, of the same city, another granddaugh- 
.ter, says she thinks her "Sister Ann, who was born in 1839, was 
a year old when I saw mother take her to his bedside, that he 
might see her again before he died." His wife having received 
from her father, Robert Fletcher, as a legacy, a tract of land in 
North Oxford, and he having received liberally from his father's ♦! 
estate, must have been quite well-to-do. He was proba])ly a 
farmer, as were his father and his grandfather before him, and 
his sons after him. At an iniknown date he moved his family to 
Ohio, to a point either in or near to Zanesville, and later moved 
to Knox Countv, and settled two miles south of Mt. Libertv, 
where he died.

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clisi)lease(l, possibly because of his extreme youth. Xo parental 
iinkindness is known to have been shown them later, except, 
it may be, that for this cause his father left him without legacy. 
Having met some financial reverses, after the loss of his wife, he 
moved to Ohio and settled on a farm near Skelley's Station, in 
Jefferson County, where he resided until his death. He also mar- 
ried a Mrs. (or ]\Iiss) Adrian, but whether in Pennsylvania be- 
fore migration, or in Ohio after, is not known. The latter is 
suspected. C^f this woman nothing more is known except that 
she was a Baptist and that in his last years he worshiped also 
in that connection. The writer had the privilege of a visit to 
his grave and to the remains of the log church in which he last 
worshiped. His departure from this life was just a century after 
that of his grandfather, William Cowden ( 1 ) . During this lat- 
ter period of his life he made four trips on flat-boats from Pitts- 
burgh to Xew Orleans, carrying merchandise, which he sold, with 
the boat also, and returned each time on foot. At his death he 
left about one hundred dollars to each of his children, or to 
their heirs.

Catharine Cowden was the youngest chikl in her moth- 
er's family. In accepting the hand of Mr. Josei)h Gilliland ( 1 ) in 
marriage, she made a most excellent choice and became the 
mother of a large and influential progeny. As soon as married, 
in 1794, they set out from Fagg's Manor, Pennsylvania, their na- 
tive place and their home uj) to this time, on horseback, and both 
mounted on the same horse, to Lewisburg, 1 Pennsylvania. This 
was both a bridal and a bridle trij), and one of rare simplicity, 
much differing from our modern styles. Probably they carried 
with them all their earthly possessions. About 1803 they moved 
again, this time to Spring Mills, Center County, Pennsylvania, 
where they ever after lived, and where both are buried. From 
the history of the Presbytery of Fluntingdon (Pennsylvania) by 
William J. (libson, D.D., is gleaned and adapted the following 
statement about this, our Joseph Gilliland (1). Some corrections 
of dates are necessary to conformity with statements by relatives. 
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"He was of distinguished ancestry. His father, James Gil- 
liland, a native of Qiester County, Pennsylvania, was bom in 
1739. At the age of thirty-eight years, we find him in the Con- 
tinental Army, where he bore honorable part as an officer under 
General Washington, and where, because of excessive exposure 
and severity of service, he laid the foundation for premature 
death, which came to him in 1795. He was strictly religious and 
was an elder in the Presbyterian Church in Fagg's Manor, of 
which his father, James, a native of Ireland, and grandfather of 
the subject in hand, was one of the original elders, to whom the 
church was first deeded. Joseph, the subject of this sketch, was 
a native of Fagg's Manor, as was also Miss Catharine Cowden, 
who became his wife in 1794. In 1803 they moved to Penn's 
Valley, Center County, where they immediately united with the 
Sinking Creek Presbyterian Church, then under the pastoral care 
of Rev. William Stuart. Ten vears later he was elected an elder, 
in which capacity he served with great acceptability twenty-five 
rears, until his death in 1840. He was not only devout as a 
Christian, and the counsellor and friend of the widow and the 
fatherless, but he was also highly esteemed as a citizen, taking 
large interest in civic affairs and serving three years as county 
commissioner. Pie was a farmer, residing at Egg Hill, Penn- 
sylvania, where he died, having reached the allotted period of 
threescore and ten years." 

One of his sons bears the following testimony as to the reli- 
gious training of their children: "My father and my mother, both 
having had Scotch-Irish Presbyterian training, adhered to it 
strictly in the training of their children. As soon as it could 
lisp, the child was taught the 'Mother's Catechism' and the 'Apos- 
tles' Creed,' and was talked to about God and the Savior ; and 
as soon as it could read, was required to commit to memorv the 
'Shorter Catechism.' And every Sabbath evening a part of the 
religious exercises of the home was the answering of the ques- 
tions. I do not think that as long as I remained at home, a Sab- 
bath ever passed without having this attended to." 

AX AMUSIXG INCIDENT 

On an occasion when Mr. and Mrs. Abram R. Wingatc were 
exi)loring in Fagg's Manor, they fell in with a Mr. Samuel 
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Coates, whose farm was once a part of the land originally pur- 
chased by William Cowden (1), our ancestor. In the course of 
conversation he recalled an entertaining anecdote he had often 
heard rei)eated by the old people of the neighborhood, and was 
known to have been true. It was as follows, as remembered by 
Airs. Wingate: The farm adjoining Cowden's was owned by 
a Mr. Scanlon, who had a bitter controversy with the Cowdens 
over their boundary line, which was finally settled by arbitration. 
Bad feeling continued, however, for a long time. In that early 
day, the country folk were somewhat superstitious and believed 
in haunts or appearances of persons deceased. When Mr. Scan- 
lon came to die, notwithstanding he was a deacon in the Fagg's 
Manor Church-house, and logically would have been buried there, 
he requested to be buried as near as possible to the Cowden bovm- 
dary line. Accordingly he, his wife, a nephew, and a niece were 
so buried, and lie there to this day, the graves neglected and for- 
saken. Mr. Coates, disliking to see those graves so dilapidated, 
so near his fence, sought a descendant of the Scanlon family, to 
whom he proposed that if he would place a good fence around 
them, he would himself keep them in order. But the descendant 
replied that he did not care to "bother with them.'' Mrs. Win- 
gate adds that ''Perhaps a man who carries his spite with him to 
the grave, does not deserve much consideration from his pos- 
terity." Whatever the cause, no Cowdens are to be found in that 
vicinity now.

The one striking, 
but most pathetic thing about this -family was, as related to the 
writer, that the parents and five of the seven children, one of 
whom died in infancy and one still lives, were taken away by 
tuberculosis, that great scourge of our race. The ages of the 
children taken were 21, 21, 16, 19, and 18 years respectively, just 
in the flower of life. One daughter, 78, and four great-grand- 
children, born in this centurv, are all that remain of the familv.

his uncle, the first James Cowden, this James also ''wandered 
away and never returned." It must have been out of a pure de- 
sire for adventure and with but little of any other motive that, 
twelve years before the discovery of gold there, and when he 
was twenty- four years of age, he started on foot with a gentle- 
man companion for the far-away-land of California. Being first 
cousin to my father, they stopped for a short time at our cabin, 
which stood on the left bank of the Sandusky River, in Richland 
County, Ohio. I was then a husky, four-year-old chap, and, 
living in the deep forests, had never seen a stick of candy. He 
gave me one with beautiful, spiral stripes of red from end to end. 
Was ever anything else so pretty, or so sweet? I have never 
been so rich since that day. It was of the kind called rock 
candy, and deserved the name, for it was of flinty hardness. Aly 
careful mother hid it away in a drawer in the bureau, and each 
Sunday I was allowed to suck it a little. I think it lasted a couple 
of years. He reached his destination and lived many years, and 
died unmarried. His brothers thought he had amassed wealth, 
but they never set up a claim or investigated the matter. The 
people with wliom he lived, declared that he died penniless and 
that thev buried him.

Mary and Thomas Bowles, after the births of their first five chil- 
dren, moved from Knox County, Ohio, to Wisconsin, where the 
last three were born, and where they resided, in all, twenty-three 
years ; then eight years in Cass County, Iowa, and thirteen years 
in Washington County, Kansas, going from there, in 1891, to 
Oklahoma, where both are buried, and where many of their fam- 
ily still live. Their direct descendants number one hundred and 
twelve, to which should be added thirty-five consorts.

This woman was never married. She was distressingly afflicted 
in her later years, dying of cancer, in the Knox County, Ohio, 
hospital.

a widower with a number of children grown and married when 
he married Miss Cowden. His youngest child, Rebecca, was the 
only one still in the home. She later married Mr. John Breedlove, 
who had a very remarkable talent which he himself could not 
account for. He was visiting one of his wife's relatives, where 
I dropped in at an evening hour. There was no light in the room 
except that from a large wood fire. I overheard him saying that 
he could describe the character of an individual whom he had 
never seen. I promptly challenged him to describe my mother, 
which he did very minutely, and much better than I could have 
done. Science may be able to account for it now, but it certainly 
was new and strange then. Mrs. Snyder never bore any children. 
She was an epileptic, and being alone in the house, fell into the 
wood fire and perished. This was in Highland County, Ohio, 
where they then lived.

^Irs. Hamsher, accompanied by a younger brother, William Cow- 
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den (3), traveling on horseback from her home in Seville, Ohio, 
seventy miles east of us, visited my widowed mother and her fam- 
ily in our home when I was in my seventh year. Passing our log 
schoolhouse at noon, they found me there and I was lifted to the 
back of the first horse 1 had ever sat on, and was asked to find 
for them the bridle-path across a mile of deep forest to our home, 
which I easily did, sitting behind my uncle, to whom I clung very 
closely. They stayed a week. Mr. Hamsher was a carpenter, 
and his two sons were architects when I visited them in 1853. 
They were very strict and exemplary in their Christian lives, 
being Methodists, as were all my grandfather's family. The 
Cowdens were originally all very staunch Presbyterians, but for 
some reason, unknown to the writer, all the children of Robert 
(2) were Methodists. Whether it was due to Methodist influ- 
ences growing out of some great revival, or whether the escapade 
of Robert and his bride, in eloping to marry, thus defying parental 
opposition, had the effect to open a breach between them and their 
church, I cannot say. My father was a "Closed Door'' Meth- 
odist, so called because their testimony meetings were held behind 
locked doors on account of disturbances by the ungodly in that 
day of sharp persecutions. 

H6. Robert Cowden (4) C. 7, b. May 5, 1795 ; d. Apr. 9, 
1871. This was a very peculiar character. A few months before 
his birth, their house took fire and burned to the ground. As the 
mother ran from the building, her clothing aflame, she plucked 
at her garments to tear them from her. The child and man, in 
moments of abstraction, always made the same movements, run- 
ning at the top of his speed. When exhausted and the spell was 
spent, he was a long way off, and had forgotten where he had been 
working, what he had been doing, or where he had left his tools. 
Some one had then to find where he had worked last, get his 
tools, and start him in again. He read considerable, had a re- 
markably retentive memory, and was strong in simple, practical 
problems in arithmetic, all of which he always solved mentally. 
He was the tallest Cowden I ever knew. They were men generally 
rather below than above medium height, while he was about five 
feet, eleven inches tall. He was bony and strong, and his serv- 
ices always desirable for labor such as he was capable of perform- 
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iiig. He was never married. 1 le lived to the age of seventy-six, 
chiefly with his brother William.

Mar. 4, 1873. These were the writer's parents. Father was of 
medium stature ; had blue eyes and brown hair, in common with 
all his father's family, I think. In his manner he was very 
gentle and tender, though he did not hesitate to attack a room full 
of strong young men, as he once did, as teacher when they had 
barred him out of his schoolhouse, to force from him a Christ- 
mas treat, a common practice in schools of that early day. In- 
stead of yielding to their demand, he armed himself with a good, 
strong switch, and opened the roof of the house, by lifting a 
weight-pole, and, removing a few clap-boards from the roof, went 
down through into the house and switched them all. I think they 
made little or no resistance. His trade was that of a cooper, and 
he taught country schools every winter as long as his strength 
endured. He resigned his last school at about Christmas time, 
and went home to linger until the next June, and then to die of 
tuberculosis. He was a man of abiding faith in Jesus. His spirit- 
ual vision was unclouded. Though but five years old, I have a 
very distinct recollection of sitting on my three-legged stool on 
the puncheon floor in our home, eating my breakfast of bread and 
milk when he, with unusual strength, rose to a sitting posture in 
bed and clapped his emaciated hands as he said, "Praise the Lord, 
lletsey ; I am going home to-day." And at one o'clock he passed 
peacefully into his rest. 

]\Iother was a Pennsylvania Dutch girl of a little less than 
eighteen years when married. At twenty-four she was a widow, 
the mother of four helpless children, two of whom died in in- 
fancy, as my father had died, of consumption. My sister, two 
years younger than I, passed on nearly eight years ago. Alother 
received her coronation the day of General Grant's second inau- 
guration as president, and has been wearing her crown more than 
forty-one years. She belonged to the "Church of God," of which 
Rev. John Winebrenner, of Pennsylvania, was the founder, under 
God.

April 11, 
1885. Hannah Cowden was a menil)er of a praying band who 
called themselves "Gideons," and was very active in cami)-meet- 
ings, etc. In one such place she met James McCombs, who was 
converted there. The fact that he was totallv blind, and never 
saw her, then or later, deepens the mystery of the moving of that 
emotion which we call love. Thev became lovers true and in due 
time were married, l^his was a staggering shock to her family. 
That Hannah, their daughter, sister — young, handsome, consecra- 
ted Christian that she was, with great possibilities — should marry 
an uneducated, blind pauper, as they conceived him to be, was too 
much for them to condone. So thev turned from her until sev- 
eral years later, when my father was about to start to Ohio, he 
determined that he would not go until he had first seen Hannali. 
After a night with them, and when about to leave, she drew a 
stocking from its hiding i)lace and told her very small daughter, 
Sarah Jane, to take it to ''Uncle Davy," which the child did by 
dragging and dropping it at his feet with *'See here. Uncle Davy.'' 
It was filled with coin — money which they had accumulated. Of 
course he told it, and in a short time thev all were reconciled and 
Hannah and hers were back in full fellowship. 

Rev. James McCombs was, by gifts both natural and acquired, 
one of the most notable of men. As a young man of twenty-two, 
he was a shoemaker, in Baltimore, and was taken sick with a 
fever. As a result of the medicines administered, both his eve- 
balls bursted, and all the remaining sixty-two years of his life he 
was in absolute darkness. He then realized how helpless was his 
condition. ''When I became blind, then I sazi'/' was the way he 
expressed it to me. Some one, I know not who, told hiiii of 
Jesus, the mighty Helper, and to him he went and found relief 
in the forgiveness of his sins. He began at once to exercise his 
gifts, and to tell others in an effective way of the Savior he had 
found. After he and Hannah Cowden were married, they in- 
voiced their material holdings and found that of money she had 
fifty cents, and he, not one. With that very small capital they 
began the team-work of their lives. At noon he said, "Give me 
vour half-dollar, Hannah, and I will see what I can do.'' At 
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sunset the half-dollar had become a dollar. Said a friendly voice 
on the street, "James, T have some pamphlets here that I believe 
you can sell, and you may have them all for fifty cents." Rev. 
Jacob (iruver (or Gruber), a Methodist minister, had recently 
been tried by his church, or by the State, for usin^ language 
claimed to be inflammatory against slavery as it then existed; 
and this pamphlet contained the published account of the trial. 
Public feeling ran high, and they sold readily. This experience 
was encouraging and taught him that he could sell goods. He 
began at once to reinvest his capital, beginning with pocket- 
knives and trinkets, and going on to school books, and then to 
still larger things. Sometimes he was led by a dog, and sometimes 
by a boy, and again he had a stand on a street corner. Later he 
had a one-horse wagon, and then a four-horse. By and by he 
established a store, and this he continued until he had gained a 
competence for himself and his growing family. When I first 
visited him, in 1852, he was a farmer in Lancaster County, Penn- 
sylvania. One member of his family was his regular reader, and 
when the mail was brought, that one had to drop all else and read 
until all was finished. If it was a newspaper, the reading would 
include advertisements and markets. When done, he had it all. 
When I was there, the reader was his eighteen-year-old daughter, 
Hannah Margaret. His memory was wonderfully retentive. He 
seemed to remember everything. His side line occupation was 
the making of corn brooms, which he had learned. His sense of 
touch was exceedingly fine and discriminating. I asked him 
whether it was true, as T had heard, that he could distinguish 
colors by touch. He replied that that was true only of horses. 
He could distinguish between a black, a bay, or a white horse. 
When he met merchants in Philadelphia, where, in those days, 
thev all went to purchase goods, he selected their fabrics for them, 
and they, in turn, helped him out on queensware and goods of 
that character. The Methodist l^^piscopal Church had licensed 
and ordained him as a minister of the gospel, and wherever he 
drove, in his business, he also preached. No listener would have 
suspected that he was blind. His reading of Scripture and locat- 
ing the references, his announcement and reading of the selected 
hymns, and then lining as the congregation sang, two lines at a 
time, as was the custom of the day, in the absence of books in the 
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hands of the people, was always accurate. He never accepted any- 
thing for preaching, nor in charity, and was always ruffled if any 
one should express sympathy on account of his affliction. At the 
ripe age of eighty-four years he peacefully passed into his rest, 
his companion having preceded him twelve years, since which 
time his home had been with his daughter, Catharine Barnes, in 
Doylestown, Ohio, where his dust sleeps in the family lot with 
those whom he loved.

About 
the time of the beginning of the Civil War in the United States, 
he sold his property in Columbia and bought a farm on the left 
bank of the Juniata River, three miles south of Newton Hamilton, 
Mifflin County, Pennsylvania, where, in June, 1867, he passed on 
in peace to his home in heaven. His afflicted elder, bachelor 
brother, Robert (4), always had a welcome in his home, and also 
his greatly-afflicted maiden sister, Margaret (3), until she had to 
be sent to the hospital. He gave two sons to help save his coun- 
try, John Milton falling in the battle of Gettysburg, and William 
James starving to death in Andersonville prison pen. Two sons- 
in-law, Mr. Augustus K. Haines and Mr. William L. Davis, also 
served with distinction in the armv. 
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Mrs. Elisabeth (Carpenter) Cowden was truly a great as 
well as a good woman. The home was always a home of piety 
and prayer, and the five daughters and three sons who grew up 
in it owed much to both parents for their excellent example. 
While her dear son, "Jimmy," lay those nine long months in 
Andersonville prison, though she had no word from him, her 
eyes were never dry, for she felt, and insisted on believing, that 
he was living and suflFering and needing her assistance. When 
he died, though she had not been informed, her heart grew meas- 
urably calm and resigned. She lived in widowhood twenty years.

His early days were si)ent at Spring Mills, Pennsyl- 
vania, where his father kept a hotel. As a boy and young man 
he was interested in the conversations l:>etween his father and 
patrons and friends, including Judge Potter, Andrew (iregg, and 
other prominent citizens. As a result, he became well informed 
in social and political affairs so that in future years he was known 
and regarded as an oracle in local history. Naturally he became 
interested in public work and filled many and important public 
stations with credit. While yet young he was in the employ of 
Hon. Judge Isaac ^NfcKinney. as a clerk in his store near Jackson- 
ville, and, as such, assisted in taking arks down the l>ald Eagle, 
and then the West P>ranch to Port Deposit and P>altimore to mar- 
ket, and on one of these occasions he accompanied the judge to 
Washington City, where they called upon President Jackson and 
were kindly received. In the enjoyment of these privileges he 
became widely known throughout his county, and also influential 
in politics. At one time he served as prothonotary, filling the 
unexpired term of William L. Smith, deceased. Later he built 
and occupied a fine stone residence in Bellefonte, Pennsylvania, 
where he engaged in merchandising. In 1837, he was one of a 
committee with John Irvin and John Hull, who erected the Pres- 
byterian church edifice that preceded the present building. He 
was engaged several years in settling the estate of General Phillip 
Brenner. In 1847, he purchased from the Gratzes three tracts of 
land in Snowshoe Township, and in partnership with Henry Van 
Dyke and John McCormick, built a first-class saw-mill and a 
blacksmith shop, and completed an elegant flouring-mill on the 
purchase site. In 1849, he and Mr. Van Dyke laid out the town 
of Mo-Shannon, and, in 1851, the Presbyterian church there was 
built on ground donated by them. Mr. Gilliland became one of 
the elders and the clerk of the session. 

On the outbreak of the war for the Union, he was made cap- 
tain of a company raised at Snowshoe, but, on going to Harris- 
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burg^, owing" to his advanced age (fifty-seven) he was assigned 
to diitv in the office of the Ouartermaster-General. After a time, 
(lovernor Ciirtin appointed him Quartermaster and Commissary 
of the First Regiment of Pennsylvania Veterans, and, later, trans- 
ferred him to Washington City as Assistant Agent of the State of 
Pennsylvania, to look after the interests of the soldiers of the 
State. This office he filled until the close of the war, ^'admirably 
and with great fidelity," as the governor testified, and as the 
soldiers themselves declared. 

After the war he moved seven or eight miles out of the city, 
where he spent all the remaining years of his life, and passed on 
at the age of eighty-five years, two months, and four days. The 
cut shown in the department of "Our Heroes," was made from a 
photograph taken a short while before he died. P>eing genial and 
pleasant and possessed of good conversational powers, he had 
many admirers and friends among the best people of his day, 
being identified, as he always was, w^ith temperance and Chris- 
tianity. 

Mr. Gilliland, for his second wife, married Miss Mary Jane 
liamshen who, by her birth, belonged to the next, the fifth, gen- 
eration, where her name will be found, on Chart 10.

He was a great Bible 
reader, always making it a point to read it through once a year."

At fifteen he entered 
as an apprentice at the caq^enter trade, in which business he con- 
tinued twenty-eight years. At eighteen he began and taught four- 
teen wMnter terms of country and village ungraded schools. For 
a wife he secured the daughter of a neighboring farmer, and with 
her and their two sons, moved, in the spring of 1857, to FrankHn 
County, Kansas, while John l>rown was still there. Three years 
later they returned to Ohio, and the Civil War breaking out soon, 
he enlisted as private in Co. B. of the 56th IlHnois Volunteer In- 
fantry. He rose through the non-commissioned grades to the 
rank of First Lieutenant. After less than five months' service in 
camp of rendezvous, the regiment was mustered out because of 
irregularities in its enlistment. He immediately re-enlisted as 
private in Battery I, First Illinois Light Artillery, and, having 
risen through the lower grades in the service, was, ''for merit at 
Pittsburgh Landing,'' promoted to Second Lieutenant. After 
eighteen months' service in the Battery, he was promoted to Major 
and transferred to the 59th Regiment, United States Colored 
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Infantry Volunteers, and later was further promoted to I^ieu- 
tenant Colonel. He commanded tliat re«:iment about two years, 
and was mustered out with it, January 31, 1866. In December, 
1866, he was made an officer in the Ohio Sunday-school Asso- 
ciation, in which he has served continuously ever snice, forty-eight 
years, in which time he was president one year, and general sec- 
retary six years. Marion Lawrance says he has the world record 
for length of service. Within that time he also served his de- 
nomination, the United Brethren in Christ, thirty-six years as 
General Secretary of their Sunday-school Board, and superin- 
tendent and principal of their educational system. In 1891, Lane 
University conferred on him the honorary degree of Litt.D. His 
friends, in 1914, endowed in his honor the Robert Cowden Qiair 
of Sunday-school Science in Bonebrake Theological Seminary, 
located in Dayton, Ohio. He is still hale for his years, and lives 
in Dayton, Ohio.

Probably the greatest surprise this book will give to any one vvrill 
be the revelation here and now made. Joseph Cowden Sankey, 
so long lost to his family and friends, had the longest record of 
service under arms of any of our number. Having tried out to a 
finish every other line, in his effort to locate him, the writer ap- 
pealed finally to the United States Pension Bureau, and thus se- 
cured his address. The following letter from him tells the story 
of his life and service : 

"U. S. Soldiers' Home, Washington, D. C. Dear Sir: Your 
letter of the 7th instant., is at hand and I will try to answer the 
questions that are contained therein. I was born on the twenty- 
eighth of November, 1845. I never was married. I never served 
in any volunteer regiment. I did serve in the regular army as 
follows : My first enlistment was on the fifteenth day of May, 
1866. Was assigned to Company F of the Fifth Infantry. Was 
discharged on the fifteenth day of May, 1869. Re-enlisted on the 
fifteenth day of January, 1878, and was assigned to Company K-, 
Twenty-first Infantry. Discharged on the fourteenth of Jan- 
uary, 1883. Re-enlisted on the twenty-ninth of January, 1883. 
and was assigned to Company B, Twenty-first Infantry. Dis- 
charged on the twenty-eighth day of January, 1888. Re-en- 
listed on the eighth day of November, 1889, and was assigned 
to Company C, Twenty-first Infantry. Discharged the thirtieth 
of April, 1897. Total, twenty years, five months, and fifteen days. 
My service consisted of frontier warfare, fighting the hostile In- 
dians of the West. Having done my best to answer your ques- 
tions, I will close, and remain, very respectfully, Joseph Cowden 
Sankey."

All this is necessary, but it is but the bony framework of a record. 
The vital part is in the fact that he was a bold, courageous, in- 
trepid leader of his men. This was shown by the fact that at the 
battle of Antietam his company was the first to cross the bridge, 
and that he was the foremost man of the company. When Pres- 
ident Lincoln was shot in Ford's Theatre, while others were 
stunned and terrified by the audacity of the crime, he was one 
of the first to spring upon the platform, where he picked up the 
spur of the fleeing assassin. During the Civil War he was in 
twenty-three battles, and rose from Sergeant to Second Lieuten- 
ant, to First Lieutenant, and then to Captain. In modern phrase, 
that was ''going some." Yes, there are soldiers and soldiers.

Usually the last words written into a book are seen in the 
author's preface, but in that respect at least, this will be an 
exception. The work now in the hand of the reader could not 
have been produced without the aid of many persons. In many 
instances, members of the same family had been so long and so 
widely separated as to be lost to each other.

Joseph Hudson Sankey, of Lock Haven, Pa. ; Cyrus A. Gilliland, 
of Oil City, Pa.; Mrs. Nannie C. M. Gilliland, of Oak Hall Sta- 
tion, Pa., and the Misses Margaret X., I)ertha V., and Xellie B. 
Gilliland, of X"ew Bloomfield, Pa., and Xew York City. More 
than a score of others could be named, to all of whom I am 
most grateful. I have also drawn from the pages of "Kith and 
Kin of the Cowden and Welch l^^amilies," by Rev. James Marcus 
Welch, of Indiana, Pennsylvania, very valuable material, includ- 
ing the Cowden coat-of-arms, and to him my thanks are extended. 
The (lilliland coat-of-arms was furnished by the Misses Gilli- 
land, named above, and from the same, through L. J. (jilliland, 
of Curwensville, Pennsylvania, the poem, "Willie Gilliland.'*
